Joseph W. Martin J r .of Massa­ 
chusetts after the 
meeting said 
Mr. 
Eisenhower feels 
that the 
present measure 
‘‘does not m eet' 
the test of a good bill.” 
Asked whether this was meant 


J as a warning that Mr. Eisenhower 
will veto the bill if it reaches him 
in its present form, Martin re­ 
plied, ‘‘not necessarily."

April Winds Whip Dust Storms, Forest 
Hies hi South: Snowstorm in East 


By United Press 
April storms with a wintry bite 
raged from the Southwest to the 
Eastern Seaboard today. They hit 
a vast area with dust storms, tor­ 
nadoes, heavy snows, and flood 
threats. 
High winds in the Southland 
whipped scores of forest fires 
across Georgia and North and 
South Carolina. Firefighters’ only 
hopes lay in showers and slacken­ 
ing winds. 
In the East. the April onslaught 
was one of the latest spring snow­ 
storms on record. 
In the South­ 
west, the sky turned orange-black 
with the second major duster with­ 
in a week. 
The U. S. Weather Bureau warn­ 
ed that a fast - developing storm 
would move out of Oklahoma witti 
more wintry weather. 
Rowing dust was predicted for 
Oklahoma and Texas, severe thun- 
derstorms for parts of Kansas and 
Missouri, and heavy snow for parts

of Nebraska and most of central

The storm along the snow-bat­ 
tered Eastern Seaboard was easing 
today 
after 
partially 
crippling 
transportation 
and 
power from 
Maine to southern Pennsylvania. 
But flood threats folowed the 
freak snowstorm. 
Melting snows 
poured into scores of streams, forc­ 
ing the evacuation of more than 
60 families near Baldwinsville, N. 
Y., and a flood alert in Pennsyl­ 
vania’s Delaware Valley. Residents 
near Catskill 
Mountain streams 
were also alerted for possible 
floods. 
Earlier, the storm caused six 
deaths in the East and dumped 
up to two feet of snow. 
Tornadoes curled out of the dust 
in Oklahoma and Kansas, one week 
after the same area produced a 
barrage of killer tornadoes and ex­ 
actly nine years after a northwest 
Oklahoma twister killed 97 persons. 
The twisters late last night and 
early today did little damage, how­ 
ever. The Oklahoma Highway Pa 
trol followed one tornado, but lost 
it in the rain. 
Two more were 
sighted near Belle Plaine, Ran. 
Farther west. heavy snows ar­ 
rived in time to control a forest 
fire which threatened to engulf 
Raton, N. M. The fire raged dan­ 
gerously close to the city of 8,500, 
prompting a call for the National 
Guard, before Ilia snows gave fire­ 
fighters the help they needed.

Israel Reports 
UN Ultimatum 
Sent to Egypt 


Warns Commando 
Raids Will 
Bring Retaliation 


JERUSALEM 
(Israeli 
Sector) 
(ILE)—Israeli and Egyptian troops 
fought an hour-long battle in the 
Gaza area today. An Egyptian mil­ 
itary spokesman reported in Cairo 
that ‘‘many Israelis” were killed 
and wounded. 
Israel reported that Egyptian 
suicide squads made six terror 
raids into Israel during the night 
despite a reported United Nations 
ultimatum to Egyptian Premier 
Gamal Abdel Nasser to halt such 
attacks or risk being branded an 
aggressor. 
An Israeli military spokesman 
said one Israeli and one Egyptian 
soldier were killed in clashes with 
the Egyptian commandos. The at­ 
tacks have caused Israel to go on 
a war footing, prepared to call for 
an all out draft should the situa­ 
tion worsen. 
These were the major develop­ 
ments in the Middle East crisis: 
1. United Nations Secretary-Gen­ 
eral Dag Hammarskjold, en route 
to the Middle East to try to pre­ 
vent a war, conferred in Vatican 
City today with Pope Pius XII. 
Hammarskjold leaves Rome late to­ 
day for Beirut, Lebanon. 
2. An Egyptian military spokes­ 
man reported large casualties in­ 
flicted on an Israeli armored pa­ 
trol which he said tried to pene­ 
trate the Egyptian-held Gaza strip. 
He listed Egyptian losses as two 
wounded. 
3. Israel announced that Egyp­ 
tian commandos — identified as 
“Do or die” Fadayeens — raided 
Israel six times during the night 
in a spreading wave of sabotage 
that resulted in injuries to both 
women and children as much as 
18 miles from the border. 
4. Maj. Gen. E. L. M. Burns, 
chief of the U. N. Truce Supervis­ 
ory Commission, was reported by 
Israel to have sent an “ultimatum” 
to Nasser demanding an uncondi 
tional and immediate halt to the 
sabotage operations, lf not, Egypt, 
would risk being branded an “ag­ 
gressor.”

So the senator from Rhode Island 
took a terrific swing 
at the rob­ 
ber’s face. 
This seemed to unnerve him. He 
mumbled something about Green 
not 
being 
reasonable and 
ran 
down the street. 
The senator let 
out a couple more yells for help 
but got no response. 
So he walk­ 
ed on to his dinner. 
When he got to dinner he did 
not immediately tell his host about 
the experience. He said he was a 
little upset, also, didn t want to 
create a disturbance.

They 
replied: "We found things to do." 
The 12 holes took Ike about two 
hours. 
Thus, Ike’s total time on 
the golf course at White Sulphur 
was at least five hours, possibly 
more.

Open Lobbying 


Investigation 


Attorneys Censured 
By George Group; 
Keck Also Blamed 


WASHINGTON (IP) — Chairman 
John L. McClellan said today that 
the first task of the new Senate 
lobbying committee will be to in­ 
vestigate lobbying both for and 
against the vetoed natural gas 
bill. 
The Arkansas 
Democrat 
said 
his eight-man committee will be­ 
gin by picking up “any loose 
ends” left over from the now- 
completed investigation by another 
committee into the “Case inci­ 
dent.” 
That investigation, made 
bv a committee headed by Sen. 
Walter F. George (D-Ga.), was 
limited to an alleged attempt to 
sway the vote of Sen. 
Francis 
Case (R-SD) on the gas bill. 
George said Sunday that 
the 
entire files of that inquiry would 
be made available to McClellan’s 
committee. 
McClelland said that 
when his group receives and re­ 
views 
the files 
“we will 
start 
from wherever the George com­ 
mittee left off.” He said his com­ 
mittee would make a broader in­ 
vestigation, looking into lobbying 
on both sides of the gas bill. 
In its report on the Case inci­ 
dent, the George committee cen­ 
sured John M. Neff and 
Elmer 
Patman, 
attorneys for the Supe­ 
rior OU Co. of 
California, 
for 
“galloping 
irresponsibility” 
in 
their efforts on behalf of the gas 
bill. Neff admitted offering Case 
a $2,500 campaign gift after ascer­ 
taining Case might vote for the 
bill. 
Says No Bribe Involved 
The report added that Superior 
President Howard B. Reek must 
share any blame in the 
matter 
because he was “remarkably lax” 
in directing the activities of his 
attorneys. 
George told a reporter he had 
no suggestions to offer for the 
McClellan inquiry other than the 
committee’s recommendation that 
a careful study be made of laws 
on lobbying and campaign spend­ 
ing. But he predicted McClellan 
“will find a great deal of work.” 
The 
George 
committee 
said 
“there was neither a bribe nor 
an attempt to bribe” involved in 
the Case incident. But it said that 
Neff, lobbying “in an inept fash­ 
ion” for the gas bill, clearly of­ 
fered Case a campaign contribu­ 
tion “for the purpose of influenc­ 
ing the senator’s vote.” 
Case rejected the contribution 
and voted against the bill. 
The 
Senate approved it, but President 
Eisenhower vetoed it with a blast 
at “arrogant” tactics on lobbyists 
supporting it. 
Tile committee said the testi­ 
mony showed that Reek “dele­ 
gated his judgment and responsi­ 
bility” over campaign donations to 
Patman ,an Austin, Tex., attor­ 
ney. Patman in turn hired Nefi, 
of Lexington, Neb., who was sup­

Keck’s “personal fund.”
